THE DECREASE OF SEASONAL PUB- 
LICATION. 


Ir seems to be a growing feature of pres- 
ent day publishing to differentiate the sea- 
sonal rush of business hitherto crowded into 
the Spring and Fall seasons respectively, and 
to publish fairly continuously throughout the 
year books suitable to the temper of the mo- 
ment. The general adoption of such a plan 
would be hailed as rational and healthy by all 
concerned—by the public as well as by the 
bookseller and publisher. 

Much good work is undoubtedly overlooked 
each season when the book manufactories 
overwhelm the book-market with a surfeit of 
every class of literature, bewildering and 
paralyzing the bookseller and appalling the 
bookbuyer. Besides, every medium through 
which the literary productions of the day 
shouid be weighed and properly brought to 
the attention of the classes likely to be in- 
terested, are choked up and rendered helpless 
to deal in any way adequately with the task— 
thereby causing much direct and indirect loss 
to the publisher and bookseller. 

It is perhaps too much to hope that in time 
there may be moderation in the production of 
books—the wail since Solomon’s time hav- 
ing gone unheeded ; the next best thing there- 
fore, and one quite feasible, would be the even 
distribution of books throughout the year—so 
that a few new books might be put out each 
day, instead of, as has actually happened, 
one firm publishing close upon two hundred 
books in one of the busiest months of the 


year. 


Tue bibliographic discovery printed else- 
where in this issue will no doubt be of in- 
terest to many, even to those who have not 
concerned themselves with the trials and per- 
sonal tribulations of Wordsworth. It seems 
very strange that in the course of ten years 
the “wretch” whose baseness grieved the 
gentle Wordsworth’s heart “for the sake of 
poor human nature,” should not have been 
detected until he was “collared” by a little 
woman in the backwoods of America. 





AN INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE OF 
TY POGRAPHICAL SPECIMENS. 


Tue Deutscher Buchgewerbeverein, a so- 
ciety devoted to the book industries, printing, 
bookbinding, engraving, lithography, etc., and 
the machinery employed in the different 
branches, is making arrangements for an in- 
ternational exchange of typographical speci- 
mens. ‘This collection of specimens which 
will be published in December, 1902, is the 
tenth made by the society, which, by the way 
is allied to the official book trade association, 
the Bérsenvercin, and located in a charm- 
ing building at 1 Dolzstrasse, Leipzig, ad. 
joining the handsome home of the book- 
sellers’ society. Any one connected with the 
graphic arts—employees as well as employers, 
editors, electrotypers, type founders—in fact. 
all who may be able to offer specimens of 
typographic work of merit, are entitled to 
contribute. Each contributor will receive free 
of charge one copy of about 4oo different 
specimens, neatly bound. The issue will be 
restricted to 400 copies, and it will be neces- 
sary to supply not less than that number 
(22.5x 29 centimeters, or 9x1II.6 inches.) 
“Over” copies will be presented to graphic 
societies and libraries. 

The expense will be divided equally among 
the contributors, excepting that those who are 
not members of the Buchgewerbeverein, or 
of the Bérsenverein, will be required to pay 
an extra amount of $1.25. A first payment 
of $2.50 is expected. The expenses in 1897 
were $3.50 and in 1900, $3.75. 

The following firms have consented to 
contribute: Harper & Brothers, The Gill En- 
graving Co., and F. A, Ringler Lithographic 
and Electrotyping Co., of New York; The 
Riverside Press, and the University Press of 
Cambridge, Mass.; George H. Ellis, Barta 
Press, Samuel Usher, The Sparrell Press, 
The American Typefounders’ Co., and the 
Heliotype Co., of Boston, Mass.; The Ault 
& Wiborg Co., of Cincinnati; and The Jae- 
nicke Printing Ink Co., of Newark, N. J.

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A CURIOUS BIBLIOGRAPHICAL MYS- 
TERY DETECTED AND EXPLAINED. 


In an article entitled “Early Intercourse 
of the Wordsworths and De Quincey,” by H. 
A. Page, (the pseudonym of Dr. Alexander 
H. Japp,) which was printed in The Century 
Magazine for April, 1891, the following re- 
markable passage occurs in a letter from 
Wordsworth to De Quincey, dated March 8, 
1804: 

“TI cannot forbear mentioning to you the way in 
which a wretched creature of the name of PETER 
3asLEY has lately treated the author of your favor- 
ite book, the “Lyrical Ballads.’ After pillaging them 
in a style of plagiarism, I believe unexampled in the 
history of modern literature, the wretch has had the 
baseness to write a long poem in ridicule of them, 
chiefly of the ‘Idiot Boy,’ and, not content with this, 
in a note annexed to the same poem, has spoken 
of me by name as the simplest—te., the most con- 
temptible—of all poets. The complicated baseness of 
this (for the plagiarisms are absolutely wholesale) 
grieved me to the heart for the sake of poor human 
nature; that anybody could combine (as this man 
in some way or other must have done) an admira- 
tion and love of these poems, with moral feelings so 
detestable, hurt me beyond measure. If the unhap- 
py creature’s volume should ever fall in your way, 
you will find the plagiarisms chiefly in two poems, 
one entitled ‘Evening in the Vale of Testeway,’ 
which is a wretched parody throughout of the ‘Tin- 
tern Abbey,’ and the other the ‘Ivy Hut,’ aiso on 
the *‘Truest Fay,’ and some others.” 


Mr. H. A. Page naively remarks regarding 
this rare and very curious volume: 


“A careful scrutiny of the catalogues of the Brit- 
ish Museum Library in the hope of finding Perer 
Bastey’s volume was unsuccessful, and especially dis- 
appointing, inasmuch as excerpts could no doubt have 
been gleaned from it, amusing and instructive in 
several ways.” 


The bibliographical mystery relating to this 
volume and its author has bewildered the ex- 
pert librarians of the British Museum, and 
many sagacious English students during the 
past ten years. This fact may be easily veri- 
fied by reference to Notes and Queries. My 
researches in Wordsworth bibliography en- 
able me to explain the whole “mystery in the 
case,” which is really involved only in a 
single letter of the “wretched creature’s” 
name, vis., the substitution of “s”’ for “y,” 
or, in other words, in the very common ty- 
pographical blunder of misspelling an au- 
thor’s name. 

There is not, and never has been, an Eng. 
lish or American poet of the name of “Peter 
Basley’—he owes his nominal existence 
solely to Wordsworth’s notoriously bad hand- 
writing and to careless proofreading. The 
real title of the genuine “Mr. Peter Basley’s” 
volume is: “POEMS. By Peter BayLey, 
Jun. Esg. Lonpon: Printed for WILLIAM 
Miter, Old Bond-Street, by W. Butmer & 
Co. 1803.” 8°. 

I was fortunate enough to secure a fine 
copy of this edition, after finding an Ameri- 
can edition of the same, printed a year later. 
It is a curious fact that this “wretched 
creature’s” volume was reprinted in Phila- 
delphia in 1804, without the slightest intima- 
tion that it was a reprint of an English book, 
or that the author was an Englishman. The 
volume contains a highly eulogistic poem on 
Sir Benjamin West, which may, perhaps, ac- 
count for its being reprinted in this country. 

Wordsworth’s transcript of the titles of the 


poems to which he specially refers in his 
letter to De Quincey is also a complete mud- 
dle, as will be readily seen by comparing the 
same titles with those which I here copy 
from the real Peter Bayley’s book, viz.: 
(1) “An Evening in the Vale of Festiniog.” 
(2) “The Forest Fay.” 

(3) “The Ivy Seat.” 

I will also copy one stanza of the poem, 
and the note annexed, which Wordsworth 
says “grieved me to the heart for the sake 
of poor human nature.” The piece is en- 
titled “The Fisherman’s Wife,” and is “Ded- 
icated to all Admirers of the Familiar Style 
of Tale-Writing, so popular in 1800”— 

““Mother, dear mother! cease to weep! 
My father will return anon, 
At eve he’ll come, beyond the lake 
He waits secure, or else to take 
His fish to market he is gone.” 


The Note is as follows: “The simplicity 
of that most simple of all poets, Mr. Words- 
worth himself, is scarcely more simple than 
the language of this stanza. Absit invidia 
dicto.” 

The Monihly Review for September, 1803, 
contains a critical notice of Peter Bayley’s 
“Poems,” and the reviewer mentions with 
qualified praise the identical pieces which 
Wordsworth claimed as plagiarized from him. 

It is proper to remark that all these inter- 
esting typographical blunders have been 
carefully preserved, and consequently per- 
petuated, in a work published by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, without any date (?), en- 
titled “Thomas De Quincey: His Life and 
Writings, with Unpublished Correspondence,” 
by H. A. Page. (v. 1. p. 118.) 

Mr. Peter Bayley appears to have been 
quite a remarkable character in his way. 
One of his biographers says that “he pro- 
fessed to follow the law, but the law fol- 
lowed him a great deal more than he did 
the law.” He was born in 1778, and died 
suddenly in a carriage on his way to the 
opera, January 25, 1823. 

The most rare and singular production 
from the pen of Peter Bayley was published 
under the pseudonym of “Giorgione Di Castel 
Chiuso,” and is entitled “SKETCHES From 
ST. GEORGE’S FIELDS. Lonpon: Printed 
for R. and M. Srtopart, 81 Strand.  1820- 
1821.” 2 Vv. . 12°. 

These volumes comprise a series of (12) 
pungent satirical sketches in verse, and are 
ornamented with a profusion of tasteful 
woodcuts designed by Peter Bayley himself, 
and brilliantly engraved by William Hughes 
in the stvle of William Blake. As the work 
was published at different intervals, it is now 
quite difficult to find a complete copy. My 
copy formerly belonged to Lord Macaulay. 
The authorship of the work was originally 
attributed by some perspicacious critics to 
Sir John Cam Hobhouse (Lord Broughton,) 
but this has been denied by Mr. Bayley’s 
only grandson, Mr. C, W. Stretton, in Notes 
and Queries, (series, vit., 1880, p. 317.) In 
Notes and Queries, for June 8, 1880, is a letter 
from Mr. Stretton, informing the curious 
that the illustrations of “Sketches from St. 
George’s Fields” were designed by the au- 


‘thor of the work, Mr. Peter Baytey, who 
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was, according to Mr. Stretton, “a man of 
wide erudition, a ripe scholar, a poet and 
general writer; he was also an able artist 
and a-proficient in music.” 

But I trust I have said enough to settle the 
exact identity of the volume of the “wretched 
creature” who so deeply roused the indigna- 
tion of Wordsworth, and completely baffled 
the bibliographical researches of Mr. H. A. 
Page in the Library of the British Museum.

Mabie, among men of letters, and Robert 
Reid, Harry Rose Shelley, J. Carroll Beck- 
with, Herbert Adams, F. Wellington Ruck- 
stuhl, E. A. MacDowell, Reginald De Koven 
and Eliot Gregory, among artists and com- 
posers. 

Mr. Howells, the president of the institute, 
presided, and these officers were re-elected: 
President, William Dean Howells; vice-presi- 
dents, Edmund Clarence Stedman, William 
M. Sloane, James Ford Rhodes, Bronson 
Howard, John La Farge and Augustus St. 
Gaudens; secretary, Hamilton W. Mabie, and 
treasurer, James Breck Perkins. These of- 
ficers constitute the council of the institute. 

In connection with the annual meeting the 
usual dinner was served, and the meeting was 
followed by the reading of a paper from 
Brander Matthews on “Dramatic Art,” which 
was in turm followed by a discussion. 





ENGLISH PRINT ON FOREIGN MAG- 
AZINE COVER STOPS FREE ENTRY. 


Tue board of classification of the United 
States general appraisers recently rendered 
an opinion holding that books and pamphlets 
to be entitled to free admission under the 
provisions of paragraph 502, act of 1897, must 
be printed exclusively in languages other than 


’ English. 


The board’s decision was called forth by 
a protest made by A. Eichler. The mer- 
chandise in question consisted of a serial 
publication imported from Germany entitled 
Wer ist Das? The text of the stories con- 
tained therein is in German, while the out- 
side of the back cover was covered com- 
pletely with an advertisement printed in Eng- 
lish. 

The importer stated in his brief, in part, 
as follows: “The pamphlets are printed in 
the German language with the exception that 
on the back cover there is a small advertise- 


ment in English. On the front page the 
words ‘Printed especially for A, Eichler’ ap- 
pears. I claim also that the cover is not a 
part of the pamphlet in the meaning of para- 
graph 502, and that said paragraph refers to 
the body of the publication.” 

Duty was assessed on the books at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
vision of paragraph 403, act of 1897. They 
were claimed to be entitled to free entry un- 
der paragraph 502, as “pamphlets printed ex- 
clusively in language other than English.” 

General Appraiser Fischer in his opinion 
overruling the claims says: 

“The books before us are printed in two 
languages, German and English. An adver- 
tisement covering a whole page is of im- 
portance to the importer whose goods are 
thereby advertised, and it is therefore, in our 
opinion, a significant feature of the articles. 
The fact that this advertising matter is 
printed on the cover and not in the body of 
the book will not change the character of the 
publication. The cover is not merely inci- 
dental thereto, but is a part of an entirety. 

“If a publication be printed in part in the 
English language it does not matter whether 
that part be essential and necessary thereto, 
for the words ‘exclusively in languages other 
than English’ must be construed to mean 
wholly in languages other than English. The 
protests are overruled and the decision of the 
collector is affirmed.”

BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 
STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE DINNER. 


THe Annual Banquet of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade was held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, New York, on Monday evening, Jan- 
uary 27, and the one hundred members and 
their friends that attended spent several pleas- 
ant hours. Dinner was served at small tables. 
where groups of kindred spirits partook of 
the excellent menu. 

President Henry C. Bainbridge introduced 
the speaking with a happy greeting to guests 
and members, and presented Commander Al- 
bion V. Wadhams, U. S. N., who told in a 
stirring manner of the needs of the navy and 
its place in the resources of a great nation.

strength in any organization that comes from 
harmony and co-operation of all its members 
—officers and men of lowest rank. 

‘the Rev. Robert McDonald complimented 
the Board upon living in the present age with 
its marvellous opportunities, upon the use- 
fulness of the stationery trade to commerce 
and humanity, and upon the close inter-com- 
munication which had come to men. He 
claimed that the trade association meant more 
than mere commercial privilege or credit rat- 
ing; that it had a part in the sociological, 
communal, social and moral life of all the 
people, and therefore held a great responsi- 
bility. 

Mr. Charles H. Dow gave a vivid and inter- 
esting history of the development of wireless 
telegraphy, and sketched the character of 
Signor Marconi. 

[he members then had the pleasure of lis- 
tening to Mr. Theodore L. De Vinne, who 
briefly and in an entertaining manner outlined 
the early development of bookselling and 
printing. He called attention to the fact that 
the original “Stationers’ Company” of Lon- 
don had in its charter the instruction to care 
for the “wholesomeness of literature.” He 
summarized the entire work of stationer and 
printer in the statement that the prime factor 
was the man and not the machine with which 
he works. 

Mr. John H. Taylor spoke on “Good Fel- 
lowship,” and added a few words of congratu- 
lation, asking for more emphasis of the heart 
and less of the intellect or competitive spirit 
in trade fellowship. 

The speaking closed with a few words 
from the Board’s attorney, Mr. Ralph 
Rounds, who announced that contrary to 
popular misapprehension the lawyer’s best 
work is done in preserving the peace and pre- 
venting trouble, after which the members 
separated to find that the midnight hour was 
near. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


JouHN Warp Dean, for twenty-seven years 
librarian of the New England Historic Gene- 
alogical Library, died on January 22 at Med- 
ford, Mass. Mr. Dean was born March 13, 
1815, at Wiscasset, Me. He was for many 
years .connected with, and filled several of- 
fices in, the New England Historic Genealo- 
gical Society, to whose Register he made 
many valuable contributions and of which he 
was for many years the editor. He was the 
author of “A Brief Memoir of the Rev. Giles 
Firmin, one of the ejected ministers of 1662 ;” 
“Story of the Embarkation of Cromwell and 
his Friends for New England;” “A Memoir 
of the Rev. N. Ward;” “Memoir of the Rev. 
Michael Wigglesworth ;” “Sketch of the Life 
of John H. Sheppard;” “Sketch of the Life 
of William Blanchard Towne;” also, “Cap- 
tain John Mason, the founder of New Hamp- 
shire.” He also edited the first and a portion 
of the second volume of the first series, and 
one number of the fourth volume of the sec- 
ond series of the Historical Magazine. Mr. 
Dean’s memory was phenomenal, and his ac- 
curate knowledge of American history ri- 
valled by but few of his contemporaries. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Justin McCartny is at work on the third 
volume of his personal reminiscences, relat- 
ing chiefly to Ireland and the Irish. He. in- 
tends before long to bring his “History of 
Our Own Times” up to the reign of Ed- 
ward VIt. 


JosepH N. Quam, of Quail & Warner, 
whose story, “Brockman’s Maverick,” gave a 
picture of cowboy and ranch life in the West, 
is engaged upon another novel, the scene. of 
which will be Texas in the stormy days when 
Dictator Diaz was massing troops on the 
eastern border of Mexico to cut off the re- 
turn of President Lerdo, whom he had ex- 
pelled. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


Literature, the literary periodical formerly 
published by the London Times, has been 
absorbed by the London Academy. 


The World’s Work for February publishes 
entire, for the first time in America, Rud- 
yard Kipling’s “The Islanders,” which has 
raised a veritable furore of discussion in 
England. 


Tue development of McClure’s Magazine 
from its first appearance in June, 1893, is 
described in “A Little Book About a Big 
Magazine,” issued by the advertising depart- 
ment of McClure, Phillips & Co. Four 
months after the issue of the first number 
the magazine had 30,000 subscribers. Miss 
Tarbell’s “Life of Lincoln,” which began in 
November, 1895, added 40,000 subscribers in 
ten days, and by the twenty-fifth of the 
month 100,000 had been added. Since then 
the circulation has steadily increased.

Exxiot Stock, London, will shortly add 
to his Booklovers’ Library a volume on “How 
to Make an Index,” by Henry B. Wheatley, 
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who has already written for this series two 
useful handbooks on “How to Form a Li- 
brary” and “How to Catalogue a Library.” 
Mr. Wheatley will treat of the various theo- 
ries concerning indexing, and will lay down 
and illustrate certain rules for the making of 
an index, exposing erroneous methods and 
illustrating them by examples. The book 
will be published in this country by A. C. 
Armstrong & Son. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. have published a “Bibli- 
ography of the First Editions in Book Form 
of the Works of Alfred, Lord Tennyson,” 
prepared by Luther S. Livingston. While the 
primary object of the work is to describe 
accurately an unusual set of the first editions 
of Tennyson’s works collected during the past 
three years by Dodd, Mead & Co., and now 
offered for sale, Mr. Livingston’s share of the 
work expanded so that it may be regarded as 
the best bibliography of the first edition of 
Tennyson’s works now accessible. The list 
is published in two editions—s56 copies on 
large paper, with a portrait of Tennyson and 
a facsimile of one leaf of his manuscript, both 
on Japan paper, at $7.50 a copy; also, one of 
250 copies at $1 each. (12+96 p. 16°.) 

CHARLES EvANs, secretary and librarian of 
the Chicago Historical Society, has issued a 
circular announcement of his plans for the 
publication of a comprehensive and elaborate 
record of “American Bibliography, 1639- 
1820 a.pv.” This is to be “a chronological 
dictionary of all books, pamphlets and period- 
ical publications printed in the United States 
of America from the genesis of printing in 
1639 down to and including the year 1820, 
with bibliographical and biographical notes.” 
The first volume will cover the period 1639- 
1749, and it is thought that in all the work 
will comprise six volumes, one volume ap- 
pearing each year. Mr. Evans’s purpose is 
to furnish a record of American literary pro- 
duction from its beginning to the periol 
where the work is taken up more or less 
fully by available publications, as Roorbach 
(1820-1861), Norton (1852-1855), Kelly 
(1861-1871), and then through the “Ameri- 
can catalogue” volumes. The publication of 
the work is undertaken as a private enter- 
prise by Mr. Evans, and it will be sold onlv 
by subscription, each copy being signed and 
numbered. The work will be chronolcgical 
in arrangement, with full indexes of authors 
and subjects and printers and publishers, 
and it is estimated that when it is completed 
it will embrace about 70,000 titles. The price 
will be $15 per volume.
